Licutenant maintain the Fight with the ſzme Gallantry, until be- 
ing over power'd by the" Fhemies men; who after great flaughrers 
coming-on board found the Lieutenant lying on rhe Deck, Shot 
throught the right Thigh, the right Shoulder, and lett Arm, hav- 
ing oaly xg Men alive;; whereot /3 were wounded, and diſabled, 
Captain Boks hiÞ bein thus aſen, "thief: rwo Frigats Joyn the 
great one, and all threentall on Gaptdin Hamilton, who made his 
part g 52 inft the French Man alone, and when his Ship had 
bem mack batter'd and torn,” the two biggeſt Ships came and en- 
deavonred to beard birt; Hd with them he fought a conſiderable 
time, bis Ship; being: beiter+ provided for a\tloſe Right then Cap- 
tain Brown's was, he had the misfortune” to be thrice boarded 
by-the-Enemy, -and-the Courage to clear his Deck as often of 
them, \ An It his Faxeraſtle and-Steerage being,rorn open by the 
violence and frequency of the Enemies Shot, and the hand gra- 
fadoes doing much miſchief ro hisMen, the Enemy boarded him 
the fourth time in great Numbers, ſo that looking upon himſelf and 
lis Ship: for loft; as his laſt affort, gave orders to his Gunner to g 
doWn to the*hold and blow up. the Ship 3 and he_no ſooner ou 
EIU OHbineny toe FOE g/ wht he had*purpoled to 
-db7Bur a Cihrn6n Bullet at random'Shot from the third Ship,came 
ard difpatche Him, arid hindred his laſt orders from being obey*d. 
And fo his Shipfell into the Enemies hands, and of the 120 Men 
lie'had'on Board, only 30 Men were found alive, whereof the 
greateſt-part Were wounded and much diſabled. -In this Action. 
ttiere were kilfed of our People, the. two Captains, one hundred 
and" fifty Six' Men ;' and of the Enemies one French Captain, two 
Lieurenants;two hundred'and Eigliteen'Men,and many wounded. .
